Atlanta is alive with soldiers. 

They began coming in Sunday night 
and continued throughout yesterday, 
last night, and the early hours of this 
morning. There are now upwards of 
5.000 men in the city who will take 
part in the big parade and the unvelil- 
ing exercises today. 

Monday saw the coming of all the 
troops from the east which failed to 
put in their appearance Sunday and 
last night of those from 
over the’state came in. All day they 
were in evidence in every part of the 
city. They gathered in knots on the 
street corners, crowded the motion pic- 
ture shows, made trips to the parks and 
other places of interest, paid their re- 
spects to practically every club of im- 
portance in the city and made them- 
selves at home, assisted always by the 
local military which turned out in 
goodly numbers to show the visitors 
that there’s more than qa name in 
southern hospitality. 

Alive With Bright Uniforms, 

The hotel corridors were gay with 
glittering uniforms from early in the 
morning until late at night; automo- 
biles filleq with officers and men of all 
the visiting organizations and with the 
many distinguished visitors accompa- 
nying them were to be seen in almost 
every part of the city, luncheons, re- 
ceptions and dinners in honor of many

He seemed perfectly natural] at this

Suicide Mania Obsesses Mind. 

This continued until about four years 
ago, when a suicide mania obsessed 
his mind. He tried to shoot himself 
at that time, but his family wrested 
the gun from his hands. Not satisfied 
with this attempt he secretly secured 
a rope and hanged himself to a tree, 
which leaned over a precipitous bank. 
Almost choked to death, he was res- 
cued some minutes later. 

His family has ever since feared that 
he would end life violently. The 
return of the fall season, the chill at- 
mosphere and the harvest time, 
brought again the old worry, the old 
nervousness and he has been carefully 
watched to prevent a tragedy. At al] 
other periods of the year he was a 
normal, sane being, accounted a leader 
in his section. 

“He was a very healthy man and 
never had a day of sickness,” said his 
daughter. “He was ordinarily very 
cheerful, but every year just at this 
time, about the first of October, he 
would become depressed ang worried, 
sometimes he couldn't sleep and would 
pe nervous.

|} when all is said and done, is given 
over to the newer spirit of the blue 
and the gray. 
| Few and fleeting are the remaining 
| years of the grizzled warriors who 
‘fought through the four long years of 
| war between north and south. The 
| caressing hand of time has done much 
| to heal the scars of war. No longer 
‘is there north and south, as these 
;terms formerly implied. All bitter- 
iness, all rancor, is gone. 


May Be the Last. 


Perhaps today will see the last 
| great gathering of veterans of north 
and of south. If for ne other reason 
than this, the peace celebration will 
| have been a success. To the men of 
both armies this is a day of days, 
the memory of which shall be a heri- 
tage to be handed down to future 
generations.

SPECTACULAR UNIFORMS 
UF ALL STYLES IN LINE 


Will Form for March at 
the Auditorium-Armory This 
Morning, Reaching Piedmont 
Park, Where Peace Monu- 
ment Will Be Unveiled, at 
Noon. 


Today Atlanta sees the most bril- 
liant military pageant in Dixie’s his-, 
tory, the parade of all the troops gath- 
ered here, 

In line will be soldiers of three gen- 
erations, of as 
at least seven states, both north and 
south, Represented will be military 
organizations formed before the Amer- 
ican colonies had won their inde- 
pendence Great Britain, others 
that formed portions of the armies of 
Lee and Grant and still others which 
came into existence just in time te fol- 
low Shafter in his invasion of Cuba. 

To take part in Atlanta's peace jubi- 
lee, the north has sent south the flower 
of her soldiery of both yesterday and 
today. Here, too, have gathered the 
flower of Dixie's famous fighting men, 
And in the big parade which takes 
place this morning, all will march 
shoulder to oe to celebrate the 
greatest victory troops anywhere ever 
won; a victory over sectional feeling 
and enmity engendered by the war of 
half a century ago. 

How significant is this parading of 
men from Connecticut,. Massachusetts 
and New York, alongside those from 
Georgia, Virginia and Louisiana, may 
be imagined, but how magnificent will 
be the spectacle presented, only those 
who see it will ever be able to conceive. 

From out the east have come men 
for 40 years in military ‘service, men 
who will go into the parade loaded 
down with gold braid, uniforms 
splendent in holor, costly in design and 
texture, and all but covered with med- 
als of honor won all over the world. 

There will be the Putnam Phalanx, 
organized in 1771, which will appear 
in the same old blue and buff uniforms 
that George Washington's troops wore 
when Burgoyne made himself famous 
at Saratoga. Since those historic days 
the “continental blue and buff’ have 
gone to make up the Phalanx uniforms 
and today will see the famous organ- 
ization parading, just as it did over 
100 years ago. 

Another Noted Outfit. 

The Old Guard of New York, also 
a most noted outfit, takes second place 
to none when it not only to 
honorable record, but to the showing 
it makes upon parade. With coats 
of spotless white trimmed with red 
and gold, trousers of piue with gold 
trimmings and  bDlack beaver skin 
shakos a full two feet high, even the 
men in the ranks in this organization 
would make an ordinary brigadier gen- 
eral of the present day look plain 
even in his full dress uniform. 

Too, the Fencibles of Philadelphia 
are also calculated to give anybody's 
Organization a run for their money 
when it comes to brilliancy of dress 
uniforms. Theirs are duplicates of the 
magnificent scarlet. uniforms which 
were worn by British soldiers before 
and during the revolutionary war. 
They, too, wear shakos which adds 
much to the general effect of their 
brilliant equipment. 

The Fifth Maryland, one of the few 
national guard organizations in the 
country which have permission.to wear 
special uniforms, will parade 600 
strong in cadet gray, cut on the style 
of those used by the West Point ca- 
dets, but much more elaborate. Their 
head pieces are patterned after those 
worn by the United States troops dur- 
ing the Mexican war. 

That the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery from Boston, the Governor's 
Foot Guards from Hartford, Conn., and 
the Boston Light Infantry, from Bos- 
ton, will be resplendent with gold braid 
gray trimmings go without say- 
The uniforms of the Ancient and 
the oldest military or- 
ganization in the western hemisphere, 
is voted one of the most magnificent 
ever worn by a military outfit of any 
kind in this country, and those of the 
other two organizations are scarcely 
less brilliant. 

Long Line of Cadets. 

In addition to those there will be 
at leaat four battalions of cadets, each 
wearing their own peculiar uniform 
which will lend additional color to 
what will unquestionably be the most 
spectacle of its kind the 
south has ever seen. Too, the national 
guard organizations from Louisiana, 
Alabama and Georgia are not to be 
overlooked. These men have only the 
full dress uniform of the regular army 
to. display, but even these will look 
far from bad and, too, it is understood 
that they are made for real service 
and not for parades. 

The parade will form at 9:30 at the 
Armory and will move promptly at 
10:30. The line of march will be along 
Washington street’ to Mitchell, to 
Whitehall, to Peachtree, to Fourteenth 
and thence to Piedmont Park. 

Major J. F. Burke, grand marshal, 
will be in command and will heag the 
parade. He will be followed immedi- 
ately by members of his staff and 
those of Governor Smith, all mounted,

the air route some time in October. He 
believes that by applying the knowl- 
edge gained from the experience sof 
the “America,” and a new means of 
jcompensating for the added lifting pow- 
er of the gas when exposed to the heat 
if the sun, he will be able to make his 
way through the storms of the Atlan- 
tic and the uncertainties of the air 
lanes. J. @. Roberts in the ®ctober 
Popular Mechanics magazine says: 

“As a result of the experience of 
last year when the absence of a fly- 
wheel on the after engine put it out 
of commission and deprived the aero- 
nauts of the lifting thrust of the after 
propellers, close attention has been paid 
to this feature of the “Akron,” as the 
new carft will be christened. There 
will be four engines, two of 100 horse- 
power each, one of 80 horse-power, and 
one of 18 horse-power, the first three 
for the three sets of propellers, and 
the latte rfor lifting purposes and for 
running the dynamo which will furnish 
electricity for the wireless apparatus. 
Two of these engines will be of Ameri- 
can manufacture and two of foreign 
make. At least one pair of propellers 
will be mounted least one pair of pro- 
pellers will be mounted so that the 
thrust can be secured in any direction. 

“Filled with hydrogen gas, the bal- 
loon will have a gross lifting power of 
26,000 pounds.

One morning last year I sat in the 


‘office of the head of a very large busi- 


ness, one of the shrewdest men I Know. 
His cashier came in and laid on his 
desk a report of the cash in the bank. 
The amount exceeded $400,000. 

“That's a pretty big Dalance,” said 
my friend to his clerk. “It’s much more 
than we need in this business. But 
we have borrowed no money for sev- 
eral months, so I wish you would send 
to each of our banks a note for 
$100,000.” 

When the clerk went out I express- 
ed surprise at thi saction. For a man 
to borrow $200,000 when he had more 
money than he could use seemed to 
me a wasteful proceeding.

It is understood here that the pow- 
ers will make representations at Con- 
Stantinople, notifying Turkey that 
Italy, with a view of avoiding very 
grave complications, the consequences 
of which would bé detrimental chiefly 
to Turkey, has agreed to limit the war 
to Tripoli. Moreover, that this prin- 
ciple will be abandoned if the Otto- 
man government is unable to restrain 
excesses against Italians on Turkish 
territory, and thus forces Italy to 
carry the war into other provinces of 
the Turkish empire for the direct pro- 
tection of her subjects and their in- 
terests, which Germany could not safe- 
guard without using force. 

Turkey Sends Circular to Powers. 

Berlin, October 9.—A cGircular note 
from the Turkish government, asking 
the powers whether they consider that 
the time has arrived to seek a basis 
for negotiations looking to peace ber 
tween Turkey and Italy, and unde 
what conditions, was presented to the 
German foreign office today. The note 
contemplates the cession of Tripoli to 
Italy under certain conditions, 

It is probable the communication 
from Constantinople will be discussed 
by other powers before the Italian gov- 
ernment is approached. It is thought 
at the foreigin office that Italy may 
not be ready to negotiate. 

The decision to expel Italians from 
Turkey against which representations 
of the German ambassador at Constan- 
tinople, have not been effective yet, was 
designed chiefly, it is thought here, for 
effect upon the coming negotiations, 
Turkey hoping that the threat might 
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The aged Emperor: Francis. Joseph 
appears to be fdcing an uprising simi- 
lar to that led by Louis Kossuth, the 
great Hungarian patriot, In 1849, when 
Francis Joseph had been but a few 
months upon the throne. Much rioting 
has occurred in Budapest, and.in many 
Hungarian towns the unrest has mani- 
fested itself in acts of open revolt 
against the authority of the govern- 
ment. In Vienna all places of busi- 
ness in the workmen’s districts have 
been closed. The city looks like an 
armed camp, the streets being patrolled 
by many troops.

The gavel with which Mrs. Matthew

Washington, October 9.—The District 
of Columbia supreme court today va- 
cated its judgment in the original 
Bucks Stove and Range injunction case 
contempt proceedings against Presi- 
dent Gompers, Vice President Mitchell 
and Secretary Morrissn, of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, in accordance 
with the decision of the supreme court 
of the United States handed down last 
May.

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PANAMA CANAL 
10 OPEN IW 1913 


So People of Seattle Are Told 
by President Taft 


Taft Says.the Canal Will Be 
Completed Not Later Than 

~ January, 1913—tTaft Says 
Canada Will Regret Defeat- 
ing Reciprocity. 


Seattle, Wash., October 9.—This was 
President Taft’s fourth night “ashore” 
since he left Beverly, September 165, 
In the twenty-four days he has granted 
himself “shore leave” over night from 
his private car only at Erie, Pa., Mar- 
quette, Mich., Omaha and Seattle. In 
spite of the hardships of constant 


traveling, he has stood the trip well. 

Mr. Taft spent the day traveling 
south from Bellingham, Wash., a lit- 
tle more than 20 miles from the Cana- 
dian line to Seattle. Tonight he spoke 
in the armory here. As in the eastern 
part of the state last week, large 
crowds turned out to hear the presi- 
dent, 

Mr. Taft's first speech of the day was 
at ‘Bollingham. He predicted the open- 
ing for traffic of the Panama canal by 
July 1, 1913; said Canada would be sor- 
ry she had not adopted the reciprocity 
treaty and talked about conservation. 

Panama Canal Open in 1913. 

Speaking of the opening of the Pana- 
ma canal the president said he would 
let the people of Bellingham “into a 
littie official confidence.” 

“If nothing untoward happens,” he 
said, “you can count on the comple- 
tlon of the canal not later than the 
first of July, 1913. It has been promised 
on the first of January, 1916, and if it 
is not ready until then, you must not 
Say that anybody made a promise that 
it would: be completed before. I am 
expressing a hope based on calculation, 
but, of course, man proposes and God 
disposes and it is possible that some- 
thing will happen down there that may 
continue the work until the first of 
January, 1915. But I don’t want you 
to have any unpleasant surprise. I 
don’t want you to have heart disease 
if you learn that the first steamer 
goes through on the first of Tuly, 1913.” 

Mr. Taft said it made no difference 
what policy was adopted in regard to 
the tolls or management of the canal 
as the people are prone to see that 
arrangements were made to make it 
profitable to ship goods through this 
waterway. 

Canada and Reciprocity. 


The president’s reciprocity speech, 
called out by his close proximity to 
Canada, was short, but it brought forth 
BOMe applause. 

“There is one topic that [I had in- 
tended to discuss with you,” said the 
president, “but our neighbors across 
the border settled that a week or more 
ago, and seemed to make it past his- 
tory.

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HICHER CRITICISM 
LEADS 10 CHRIS 


Such Is Trend of Opinion 
~ Among Methodists 


Prof. Peake’s Paper on Biblical 
Criticism Provoked General 
Debate at Toronto Confer- 
ence--Modern Interpretation | 
of Scriptures Favored. 


Toronto, October 9.—A paper read 
before the ecumenical Methodist con- 
ference today by Professor A. A. Peake, 
of England, on “Permanent Results of 
Biblical Criticism,” precipitated a 
general debate upon so-called “higher 
criticism.” ‘The propriety, and even 
necessity, of criticlsm were greatly 
conceded, and the trend of opinion was 
that it “leads inevitably to Chfist, fle 
divine son of God, Savior of the 
world.” 

Professor Peake defined the’ Bible 
as “the record of God’s gradual dis- 
closure of the spirit to man,” and said: 

“Whatever the conclusion of crit- 
icism, the Bible remains a fact—a 
colossal fact. While the Bible contains 
doctrines of highest importance, it Is, 
first of all, a book of experimental re- 
ligion. The truths it enshrines did not 
come simply as direct communications 
of theological propositions, but were 
realized through ‘doubts and misgiv- 
ings, throu long and i perplexed 
groping, or through some sudden and 
illuminating flash of insight. It is 
this human element which gives the 
Bible such an appeal to the human 


heart.” 
Modern Thinking. 

Most of the speakers who informally 
discussed criticism upheld the modern 
viewpoint of the scriptures. Profes- 
sor Hope Moulton, of Manchester uni- 
versity, England, and others from that 
country emphasized their bellef that 
the critical attitude toward the sacred 
documents in no way affected the 
evangelical faith Or. F. M. Buckley, 
editor of The New York Christian Ad- 
vocate, said: “John Wesley was a 
higher critic. He left some of the 
psalms out of the Sunday service.” 

Bishop E. E. Hoss, of Nashville, 
Tenn., said: 

“IT am not serionsiy disturbed by rea? 
critics, but there are too many pseudo- 
critics—men who absorb without, infor- 
mation some of the theories of crit- 
icism. There is danger that the high- 
er critics may themselves become tra- 
ditionalists—slaves of a school of in- 
terpretation. It is not enough to rest 
our belief on experience. That experi- 
ence strikes its roots in the historic 
Christ—the Christ of the New Testa- 
ment records.”

Frank Statement Is Made by 
Stephenson's Manager Re- 
garding Campaign Expenses 


SALARY PAID SENATOR 
MINOR CONSIDERATION 


Stephenson’s Manager Says It 
Is Not Supposed a Man Goes 
to the Senate for the $7,500 
Annual Salary—Stephenson 
Paid Money to Candidates 
for Legislature. 


Milwaukee, Wis., October 9.—Out of 
testimony given today before the 
United States senate committee inves- 
tigating charges that bribery and cor- 
ruption contributed to the election of 
Senator Isaac Stephenson, was devel« 
oped evidence that the Stephenson 
campaign manager regarded the $107,< 
793 spent as small as compared to 
$150,000 or $200,000 which might have 
been spent for a campaign more sys- 
tematically conducted. 

Why Campaign Was Expensive. 

The expensiweness of the campaign 
was declared to partly due to a 
close fight between two factions in the 
republican party in Wisconsin, one 
headed by Senator Robert M. La Fol- 
lette and the other by Senator Ste- 
phenson, who, as a “regular,” was de- 
termined to win over the candidates 
Supported by the “insurgents.” 

As showing Senator Stephenson's 
position when he sought renomination 
at the primaries in 1908, and also show- 
ing how he had to spend liberally to 
advertise, campaign literature 
read into the record, stating that Sena- 
tor Stephenson was a believer in the 
Roosevelt ideas, and as such was 
bound to. support Mr. Taft for presi- 
dent. 

Might Spend 8200,000 for Nomination. 

The statement from Rodney Sackett, 
one of Stephenson’s campaign mana- 
gers, that $150,000 or $200,000 might 
legitimately have been spent for the 
senatorial nomination, brought forth 
comment from Senator Atlee Pomerene 
of Ohio, a member of the committee: 

“If $107,000 is not enough to nomi- 
nate a United States senator in Wis- 
consin, how much is? And what could 
you do with $200,000 legally to secure 
for a man a position with a $7,500 an- 
nual salary?’ asked Senator Pomerene. 

“We could have been more syste- 
matic,” answered Sackett. “There are 
approximately 400,000 republicans in 
the state, Had we the money we 
should have personally canvassed each 
voter. This, I estimate, would have 
cost from $150,000 to $200,000. As it 
was, with our means limited to a lit- 
tle over $100,000, we could not see each 
voter and had to get along the best we 
could,”’ 

Senator Stephenson's 
shown, was 58,800 out 
224.000 votes cast. 

Salary Not All for U. 8, Senator. 

On being asked by Senator Pomerene 
if a campaign manager expected a 
candidate ‘to spend that much money 
legitimately for a position with a sal- 
ary of $7,500, Sackett replied: 

“It is not supposed that a man goes 
to the senate for $7,500 alone,” 

Answering questions bearing direct- 
ly on the charges against Senator Ste- 
phenson, Sackett testified that money 
out of Senator Stephenson's fund had 
been given to state officials, as in the 
instance of State Game Warden J. W. 
Stone, who was given $2,500 to work 
up sentiment in favor of the senator. 

Money Paid to Candidates. 

That money was pald to candidates 
for office as in the case of the seven 
candidates for the legislature, three 
of whom were elected. Although the 
three men elected afterwards voted 
for Senator Stephenson, the witness 
declared it was not known when the 
money was given them that they were 
candidates. 

He elso tsetified that no complete 
acounts of campaign expenses were 
kept and that all records after the 
campaign were destroyed. Statements 
in this testimony were declared in 
the original charges to show viola- 
tions of the Wisconsin stautes. 

The assertion that part of Senator 
Stephenson's heavy expenses were due 
to his desire to make it generally 
known that he was a supporter of 
Mr. Taft for the presidency came when 
Sackett, in explaining and advertis- 
ing bill of $12,696 was required to 
produce one of the advertisements. 

“We want to know the text of the 
literature for which the money: was 
spent,” said Senator Heyburn, the 
chairman. 

Typical Stephenson Literature. 

The witness read the following as 
being typical: “Vote for Uncle Ike, 
Wisconsin's grand old man. Senator 
Stephenson is a candidate to succeed 
himself in the senate. He is a life- 
long republican, always faithful to the 
party and alwaysinsympathy with the 
progressive spirit. All his votes in 
the senate were in line with the Roogse- 
velt ideas. 

“The Roosevelt policies must be car- 
rieg to final success by the election of 
Mr. Taft. As Governor Hoard puts it, 
‘never swap horses in the middle of 
the stream.” We are in the middle 
of the stream. The republicans of 
Wisconsin must do their share and 
they can best serve their interests and 
those of their party by sending back 
to the senate Isaac Stephenson.”

Memphis, Tenn., October 9.—To the 
nation, thréugh a telegram sent Presi- 
dent Taft, the All-South Conference fol-

Joseph B. Babb, 
of the Birmingham Chamber of Com- 
merce, was appointed chairman of the 
committee on plan of action. G. Gros- 
venor Dawe, managing director of the 
Southern Commercial Congress, Wash- 
ington, D. C., was named chairman of 
the committee 
and this committee sent the follow- 
ing telegram to the president: 
Telegram to Taft. 

The following telegram was sent to

marked and nationally important a 
recovery the south has made, shown in 
municipal advancement, unusually 
healthful conditions, educational pro- 
gress, commercial enterprise and ag- 
ricultural leadership. The heart of 
the south is warm with national im- 
pulses and its own progress along the 
lines of constructive endeavor are pre- 
paring it to give aid in all national 
problems along the same lines. To 
see the south is to believe in it, 
and we ask to have our progress meas- 
ured by actual sight, rather than by 
the reading of cold statistics.”

(By U. S. Senator Robert I. Owen, in 
October National Monthly.) 

By the postal balalot the voice of the 
organized progressive democracy can 
be obtained on any great national 
question, and, if found desirable, on 
the relative popularity of candidates 
for the presidency, or other public or 
party positions, before the national 
convention meets. , 

It is proposed ‘by this organization to 
promote progressive policies and not 
to permit one-tenth of the democratic 
party, which may be reactionary, to 
organize and by superior activity or 
the use of money or corrupt practices, 
capture the regular democratic organi- 
zation in whole or in part. It is pro- 
nosed to organize the nine-tenths of 
the democracy which is at heart truly 
progressive under an organization by 
which they can govern themselves and 
control the regular democratic organ- 
ization from top to bottom. In this 
way, ambitious commercial democrats 
will not be able to act as the secret 
allies of the stand-pat republican ma- 
chine, and the democrats cannot be 
sold out at critical times, 

he regular democratic organization, 
as at present constituted, has only the 
function of submitting to the demo- 
cratic members of the choice of the 
party committeemen in city, county, or 
state for 1912. he regular party or- 
ganization will be content to submit 
the choice of party delegates to the 
members of the party, but the mem- 
bers of the democratic party are unor- 
ganized and 10 per cent of reactiona- 
ries or conservatives, with the back- 
ing of funds, can by their superior ac- 
tivity and superior organization exer- 
cise a weight in the democratic organ- 


Democe-/ ization entirely disproportionate to 
their numbers. With the progressive 
demoAcrats orgunized in every precinct 
of the United States, the democratie

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STATUS OF COTTON BILLS OF LADING. 


Up to the present writing the New York bureau for the valida- 
tion of cotton bills of lading had failed in fulfilling the function de- 
signed by its originators, leaving the status regarding these docu- 
ments virtually unchanged from last vear. 

It had been reported that the Central Bank and Trust Corpora- 
tion of Atlanta had agreed to submit its bills to the New York 
bureau, an accession which would have meant a great deal toward 
| popularizing that imstitution. 

sut now A. P. Coles, cashier of the Central, and in ful] charge 
of its foreign exchange department, denies this report and declares 
his bank 1s not likely to subscribe to the plan under which the New 
York bureau is operated. A 

Mr. Coles’ reasons for this attitude may be taken as summariz- 
ing the causes that led southern bankers and cotton factors. in con- 
ference recently at New Orleans, to reject the plan. He explained 
that despite the safeguards alleged to be thrown around the New 
York plan the burden for errors and omissions came back. in the last 
analysis, upon the southern banks. 3 

There was neither justice nor reason, he argued, in such a 
method, and his own bank would continue its direct dealings with 
buyers ot exchange in the old world. The success with which the 
Candler bank has, for several years, pursued this policy of financing

lading, points a lesson to other southern banks. 

The system entails, of course, extra trouble and expense. But: 
there is commensurate profit, and the additional vast advantage of 
absolute independence of the New York exchange markets. The 
cotton crop is, perhaps, America’s largest international financial 
asset. Handled properly, it should dispense largely, if not wholly, 
with the necessity of northern intermediaries, giving the south a 
financial prestige and foundation if the world’s markets possessed 
iy no other section. -It should be a matter for gratification that an 
Atlanta financial institution has set so constructive an example in 
this part of the south. Were it followed universally in other por- 
tions of the cotton belt, the cotton bills of lading problems would 
speedily become a bogie of the past.

Coatesville, Pa., October 9.—Another 
lynching is threatened within this 
county as the result of a brutal attack 
made tonight upon Annie McElhaney, 
a student at the Coatesville high 
school, by an unknown negro. The 
populace has not been wrought to 
such a fever of excitement since the 
lynching of Zack Walker here on Sun- 
day, August 138. 

This evening Miss McElhaney, who 
is the daughter of William McEl- | 
haney, a prosperous farmer, was on 
her way home from ‘school when she! 
was attacked by a burly negro. The 
girl fought her assailant unti! half 
of her clothing was torn frem her 
body, and just as she was being over- 
powereg Frank Wynn, a farmer, came 
upon the scene. 

The negro, frightened by the ap- 
proach of Wynn’s wagon, hurled his 
victim to the ground, and leaping the 
fence, darted across Wynn’s meadow. 
Wynn gave the alarm and in less than 
half an hour there were a score of 
farmers, all armed with shot guns, in 
hot pursuit. Late tonight the posse 
are scouring the country in the vicin- 
ity of where the attack occurred and 
there are open threats that if the 
negro is found he will be shot down. 

Miss McElhaney’s condition is se- 
rious. Besides suffering from the nerv- 
ous shock incident to the attack, the 
girl was terribly bruised by the rough 
handling of the negro. 

When the man Caught the girl she 
struck him with her books which she 
carried in a strap. This seemed to en- 
rage him and he attacked her with the 
ferocity of a lion. Miss McElhaney 
defended herself as best she could, but 
was no match for her assailant.
